Am appetite for organic change is one of the 
worst diseases that can affect a nation Al!) rea! 
progress, al] sound national development, must 
grow out of a stable persistent nationa) char- 
acter, deeply inflpenced by custom and precedent 
and old traditional reverence, habitually aiming 
at the removal of practical evils and the attain- 
ment of practica) advantages, rather than specu- 
lative change Institutions, like trees, can never 
attain their maturity or produce their proper 
fruits if their roots are perpetually tampered 
with. In no single point is the American Con- 
stitution more incontestably superior to our own 
than im the provisions by which it has so effec 
tually barred the path of organic change that the 
appetite for such change has almost passed 
away.

Whether Heredity or Environment— 


“There’s Something Good in Everybody” 
By EDGAR JAMES SWIFT, 


Head of the Department of Psychology in Washington University 

O individual inherits only one type or set of characteristics. Each one has vwa- 
rious combinations of tendencies which he has inherited from his near and 
remote ancestors, and the particular set that will dominate his life will depend to 

a large extent upon the environment. , 
We must remember that environment does not mean merely the objective con- 
| ditions. There are always two factors in an environment; one is the objective 
factors and the other is the individual who lives among them. The same external 
| conditions do not affect all people in the same way. A so-called good environment 
| is a purely relative term. Some individuals respond unfavorably to the same con- 
| ditions. The important thing, of course, is that all individuals have various sets 


of inherited characteristics. This is clear from the fact that no one hag just ome or 
two ancestors. We all inherit characteristics from a long way back. Consequently 
it would be a mistake to put all of the blame for misdemeanors on either the en- 
: vironment or the heredity. 

| These two factors in behavior are always reacting upon one another and, as we 
| have said, certain environmental conditions will draw out one set of inherited char- 
acteristics in one individual and perhaps draw out another set in another person. 
This has been expressed in a statement so commonly made as to have almost the 
force of a maxim, namely: “There's something good in everybody.”

It was during the preliminary hearing of 
the kidnapers that reconciliation finally came.

HB “Jersey Lily Sa-

Langtry, the town,

The railroad, seek- 
ing to save operating costs, has moved its 
line a mile to the side, to shorten it five 
miles. Here, once, came Lillie Langtry, 
friend to King Edward VII of England, and 
stopped her train to see the picturesque Roy 
Bean dispensing justice from a beer bar- 
rel, and 40-rod booze from a keg. Judge 
Bean was gathered to bis ancestors some 20 
years ago. Today his Emporium of Justice 
is the haunt of desert vermin. One might 
paraphrase Omar: 

“They say the Horned Toad and the Lizard 

keep 
The court where Justice gloried-——and drank 
deep.”’ 

They say that raflroads are not senti- 
mental. Ton-mile costa made the Southern 
Pacific move its line from Langtry. But it 
hasn't forgotten Judge Bean, and the rail- 
road now proposes to move the old saloon to 
a new location that the memory of that 
forthright old plainsman, who for a genera- 
tion ruled. West Texae as no King could 
have ruled it, shall be remembered so long 
as the weather-beaten framework of the 
structure withstands the burning sun, the 
shifting desert sands. 

“The Law Weat of Peeos,”’ he called him- 
self, and he was that law. ‘The Law West 
of Pecos” he called his saloon, and far and 
wide the little old shanty with its peaked 
roof and ita clap-boarded sides was known 
by that name. But ‘officially it was ‘‘The 
Jersey Lily.” Judge Roy Bean never for- 
got the day that beautiful Lillie Langtry 
came—like a Sheba from over the seas—-to 
eit in admiration at the feet of this latter- 
day and bearded Solomon, and IHisten as he 
rendered justice. For her the saloon was 
named, for her the town. And the beautiful 
“Jersey Lily” never forgot her quaint ex- 
perience with Western ways. 


T 18 of record, then, that Judge Roy Bean 
] Was a susceptible man. He became ‘The 

Law’ by having been entangled in the 
law. There was a chivalry in the man and 
that chivalry had brought about his trouble. 
A fugitive from one State, he made himself 
the overlord of a great section of another 
But folks don't always tell, and are seldom 
asked, of antecedents down in Texas. 

Nobody asked Roy Bean what he had been 
doing when he drifted into the Pecos country 
about the time thes Southern Pacific was 
building its line across to El Paso, where it 
warn to connect with the rails then being laid 
eastward acroas Arizona and New Mexico. 
He landed first at Vinagaroon, just west of 
Devil's River, 185 miles west of San An- 
tonio. In those days Vinagaroon was a 
hard-finishing place. Roy Bean got him- 
self elected Justice of the Peace, and had a 
greater area within his jurisdiction than any 
Juatice in America. From that time on he 
Was an itinerant J. P., following the rall- 
road construction work, with ite bad men 
and its excitement, and never forgetting ites 
steady demand for large quantities of hard 
liquor. At the railhead he remained unt!) 
at last he stopped to help found the town 
which was known as Langtry. 

Never was such a Judge. He held his 
court in his saloon. He adjourned it every 
80 minutes that everybody might Uquor 
up. Im free and easy manner he dispensed 
his justice and his conscience was his gulde. 
He punished, he fined, he married. he di- 
vorced, as he saw fit. ‘‘The Law Weat of the

disappeared. | 


Pecos’ was no misnomer. But the very 
rough-and-readiness of his decisions made 
him popular. So much so that Judge Max- 
ey of the El Paso District, which in those 
days included the Pecos country, felt 
it necessary to make a special trip to see 


Judge Bean and warn him that there was — 


no law to justify the things he did——that he 
had no jurisdiction. 

There were those who thought the E) 
Paso Judge might have been killed in this 
warning visitation to the “bad lands.’’ But 
it was characteristic of Judge Bean that in- 
stead of being mad he was contrite. He 
vowed he never would offend again. But 
no sooner was Judge Maxey speeding east 
on the Espee than Bean reopened his di- 
vorce court. In 10 minutes he had divorced 
and remarried two couples of Mexicans, 
profiting thereby $10 from each couple. 


HE Judge waa then an admirer of 

LiHie Langtry, the fame of whose 

beauty filled the newspapers of the 

city. When-at last he decided to move no 

further with the railroad he helped organize 

a town, and that town he called by the fa- 
mous actress’ name. | 

She was then touring America for the 
firat time, and the Judge wrote her asking 
that she visit her namesake on the Texas 
plains. “It was at the moment impossible,’ 
she writes in her memoirs, ‘‘and on writing 
him my regrets I offered to present an or- 
namental drinking fountain to the city as 
asop. But Roy Bean’s quick reply was that 
it would be quite useless; the only thing the 
citizens of Langtry did -not drink was 
water.” 

Texas old-timers tell of her visit to Lang. 
try later. She was en route from San Fran- 
cisco to New Orleans, and the Southern Pa- 
cific stopped the train to enable her to visit 
Roy Bean's saloon and courtroom 

“The ‘Ritz’ of Langtry consisted of a long 
narrow room which comprised the whole 
ground floor,’ wrote Mrs. Langtry, “whence 
a ladder staircase led to the sleeping loft. 
One side of the room was given up to the 
bar, naturally the most important feature of 
the place——while stoutly made tablea and a 
few benches occupled the vacant apace. The 
tables showed plainly they had been gze- 
verely used, for they were slashed as {if with 
bowle knives, and on each well- 
thumbed deck of ¢arda,"’ 

The Texas newspaper men tell the story 
thus: “She visited the saloon and court 
room and cMatted with the celebrated jurist. 
Bean held a special session of court in her 
honor and disposed of several cases In short 
order. One was a Mexican charged with as- 
fault with Intent to murder. The fact that 
he had no jurisdiction under the law to try 
such casea worrled Judge Bean not at al! 
The jury of cowboys found the man aullty 
and the Judge gave him six monthea. 

“Mra. Langtry presented him with a pho- 
tograph of herself, which Bean proudly 
Diaced in a position of honor on the back 
bar.”’ 

Mra. Langtry’s memories are sometimes 
somewhat confused, She describes tn detal! 
her visit to the town, but says the Judge was 
dead! 

Roy Bean ran hie court in his own way, 
and he had his own opinion of the other 
courts, as witness the time he was called to 
San Antonio tn a railroad case before Judge 
King. 

The hearing had begun. One of the at- 
torneys asked permission to amend his 
pleadings and requested the Court to allow 
him until the next day to do sao.

Judge Bean jumped to his feet. ‘‘Judge,”’ 
he roared, “what does this mean?”’ 

‘Well,’ Judge King answered, ‘‘it means 
the other side desires more time in which to 
obtain more evidence and amend pleadings 
in accordance therewith.” 

“Is that s0?’’ rejoined Bean. ‘Well, I 
never allow anything like that in my court, 
and I don’t think it’s right. It’s like a man 
sitting in a poker game who had drawn a 
hand he don’t think will win and wants to go 
to the deck for more cards.”’

ND that was true of his own court. One 
Ae the most famous of his decisions 

came after an Irishman employed by 
the railroad had quarreled with a Chinese 
laborer. The result might have been fore- 
seen. The coolie joined the honorable shades 
of his ancestors. Bean announced, after he 
had heard the evidence against the Irishman, 
that he would take time to examine the stat- 
utes. Next day he reconvened his court. 

Just before 10 o'clock came he had pol- 
ished up his bar with the dirty old apron 
he wore and ranged the seats in rows for 
spectators and attorneys. The courtroom 
crowd hung back and the Judge, laying aside 
his apron, rapped on the bar with his re- 
volver. “Anybody want a drink before the 
court opens?’’ he asked. “I can’t adjourn 
court to get liquor for you fellows.” And 
everybody drank. It was good, so it seemed. 
to stand well with the Court. 

The Judge climbed up to a high seat back 
of his bar and rapped again. “This court 
is open,’’ he announced. “I’ve gone through 
this here law book'’—he pointed to an old 
copy of the Revised Texas Statutes—‘and 
there's nothing in it that saya !t’s a crime to 
kill a Chinaman. The defendant is hereby 
discharged.”’ 

Needless to add that court adjourned 
right there and the defendant railroad labor- 
er bought the drinks for everyone. 

Ancther famous decision was that when a 
Mexican laborer was killed in a railroad

accident. Bean held the inquest. Pom- 
pously he announced that he as acting Cor- 
oner would “‘sit’’ on the body, and he literal- 
ly did just that. Then, arising, he searched 
the corpse. On the body was found $848 anda 
revolver. Bean fined the dead man $40 for 
carrying concealed weapons, and taxed up 
$8 costs. 


He never forgot to collect the costs. 


HERE is a recorded story of one Mex- 
ican who complained that he had been 
injured by a vicious bull belonging to 
another Mexican. Judge Bean awarded dam- 
ages in the form of a half-dollar, a peck of 
frijoles and a sheep. The defendant was 
taxed the coste-—which consisted of the bull, 
barbecued and ‘served up in front of Judge 
Bean's saloon to all comers. 


The free and easy course of law west of 
the Pecos brought more than one proteat 
from legally constituted authorities. Judge 
Bean was arrogating to himself power not 
to be found in any justice court. He had 
divorced a couple that he had formerly mar- 
ried. Some of their friends questioned Judge 
J. B. Falvey of El Paso about it. Judge 
Falvey wrote to Bean, protesting that a Jus- 
tice of the Peace had no right to divorce any- 
one. Bean wrote back: 

“T’m running this office on common-sense 
principles. I reckon a man has a right to 
undo anything he has done, if he can. I

Always picturesque and often inconsistent 
were his decisions, and one of them is espe- 
cially characteristic. A tramp was accused 
of having stolen a gun. Bean headed the 
posse, caught the criminal and brought him 
in to Langtry for trial. The Judge named 
himself prosecuting attorney. He asked his 
friend, W. D. Dodd, to be attorney for the 
defense. 


O TIME was lost. Between drinks 
N e« tramp was accused in court, 


found guilty and sentenced. to 
hang. The Judge, in passing =  sen- 
tence, spoke long, pointing out that 


since to deprive a man of his gun in that 
country was to deprive him of the means of 
protecting his life it was equivalent to de- 
priving him of his life. He referred to the 
old thumb-worn statute book on the back 
bar. By no conceivable stretch of the imag. 
ination, he pointed out, could this be a fin- 
able offense. The innocent victim had been 
placed defenseless in the possible path of 
death. Death should be the punishment of 
the man who placed him there. 


The guilty man was sentenced to hang 
To Mr. Dodd was appointed the task of pray- 
ing for the prisoner, for ‘“‘sky pilots” in the 
Pecos country were few and far between. 

Before he died, so the culprit pleaded, he 
wished to write a letter to his mother. Judge 
Bean wae willing. Always chivalrous when 
women were mentioned, he was doubly so in 
the matter of mothers. The guilty man 
wrote: 

‘When this reaches you,’’ he said, “I will 
be dead. I am innocent of the crime for 
which they hang me, but that the jury can- 


not see. I will arrange with the Judge to 
have him send you $8650 which I have 
saved’ ’——— 


Judge Bean was looking over the man’s 
shoulder and read that far. He roared out: 


I just found out where

Death sentence was suspended. ‘‘Where's 


the money?" the Judge demanded, after 
having formally fined the culprit $50. 

“Tt’s at home.’’ 

Home was 60 miles away. 

“Gol dingle dangle!” cried the Judge. 


“This is no finable offense. Hang him at 
once. There ain't time to find a tree. Take 
him to that boxcar.’’ 

He was ‘took.’ The rope was thrown 
across the top of the car and the ceremony 
commenced. Dodd placed the noose about 
the man’s neck and delivered a few re- 
marke, in his character of a minister of the 
infrequent gospel. But in fact he didn't 
place the noose around the neck. He made 
believe. “Get to hell out of here, you fool,”’ 
he whispered, and the next instant the cul- 
prit was bounding over the scab rock and 
sand like a goat, followed by cheers and pur- 
posely badly aimed bullets. 

Later it was discovered that he was ab 
escaped murdefer, and when Sheriff John 
F. Robinson picked him up he received a 
reward of $500 from the State for the man’s 
capture.

And they grew to be 
feared far more than the decrees of the State 
or Federal courts. The reault was that 
horse-stealing and cattle-rustling grew ul- 
popular as border pastimes west of the 
Pecos. 

Once Judge Bean's rule was threatened. 
When the County of Val Verde was organ. 
ized it took in Langtry, and a new candidate 
sprung up for his office. The new Judge 
had a platform. He would make the fail 
road pay sufficient taxes to run the whole 
county. 

Bean electioneered with the power of his 
own personality plus the high power of his 
own booze. The antirailroad candidate was 
defeated. There was but one rift in the . 
skies when the rooster crowed in the new 
paper next morning. Roy Bean had received 
100 more votes than there were citizens ip 
Val Verde County. 

For 18 years he remained as Justice of 
the Peace. Then Jesus Torres defeated him 
for re-election and filled out one term of 
office in fear and trembling. His Mexicaa 
culture would scarcely cope with the border 
problems “west of the Pecos.” Bean, when 
the next election rolled around, organised 
his cohorts and elected as Justice of the 
Peace his old friend, W. D. Dodd, who held - 
the office until 1919, when he resigned.

From that time until his death the 
progress of Jules Breton was in the 
way of art..

Breton was the product of his time. 
And the victim of the time that is 
new. “The Wounded Seagull’ dis- 
closes him in characteristic and senti- 
mental anecdote, but it also discloses a 
master in the craft of painting. Yet 
it ig not so characteristic, perhaps, as

—at the age of 22. Four years later, 
with “The Little Gleaner,’ his first 
painting from the Artois district, he 
made his true debut. 

By 1857 his ‘‘The Benediction of the 
Wheat” had been purchased for the 
Luxembourg. It is the first of his 
many paintings of religious festivals 
Once he left the Artois for Provence, 
but returned to his native soil to find 
renewed inspiration in its scenes, not 
alone for his brush, but for the two 
volumes of delicate verse he wrote. 
His canvases were sought by the great 
museums and the most important col-
